Mrs. Palm Honored 
As Foster Mother 



Mrs. Henry Palm, Rt. 3, 
Aiittoch, received a scroti 
and a corsage as a "Foster 
Mulherof :thtt^t<aY^bn May 
5 hi ceremonies at tlic Sher- 
man House hi Chicago. 

Mrs. Palm represented the 
Lake Bluff Children's Hume 
at tJit" ceremonies. She was 
one of sixteen finalists who 
were chosen for their out- 
standing service to the com- 
munity and to the homeless 
children they look Into their 
homes. 

Foster families are paid all 
expenses of board, clothing 
and medical expenses, but 
still give a great deal of 
ihcmsclves. and their con- 
tributions are beyond valu- 
ation, according to welfare 
authorities. 

The children "for whom 
they provide a home are rare- 
ly given up for adoption, bid 
for one reason or another can 
not be at home with their 
parents. The foster home 
provides them with a nor- 
mal home life, missing in a 
crowded institution. 



Mrs. Palm has taken in six 
children in the six years that 
she has served as a foster 
mother. Five wore from 
Lake Bluff, one from Allen- 
dale. At present, she is 
providing a home for two 
girls — a M year-old foster 
daughter who has been with 
her three years and graduat- 
ed from. Antioch Grade 
School, ami a 12-year-old girl 
who has been with the Palms 
one year: 

They have previously had 
a boy for a short time; two 
young sisters for '±\'< years, 



and a throe-year-old girl for 
a short time. ■'■• 
■ i/^We*" on joy • them/ 1 ■ Mrs; 1 
Palm said,' "It's very reward- 
ing. There are hard mo- 
ments, of course. Adjusting, 
when they first come, and of 
course, parting, when they 
leave." 

"Sonic of the children have 
become very institutional- 
ized," M'"s. Palm explained. 
It's hard to get them used Id 
family life. They're not used 
to helping io set the table, 
help with dishes — they have 
no Idea how to cook even the 
simplest thing' for them- 
selves. You have to teach 
them how to live with a fam- 
ily." 

• "Parting with the very 
young ones is the hardest, of 
course," Mrs. Palm said. 
"The older ones are more in- 
dependent. Hut it's worth it. 
We enjoy it." 

She keens. up a correspond- 
ence with most of the chil- 
dren she's had In her home, 
she said. The first two sis- 
ters now live in Idaho. She 
has kept up a correspond- 
ence wi*h them since they 
left her home. 

Mrs. Palm stressed that 
there is a ureal need for more 
foster mothers.

The automobile and 
air lines, they says, have 
taken over the former func- 
tion of railroads in litis re- 
spect. 2. The Soo- Line is- 
losing a great deal of money 
by operating these trains. 
:J. (f the Soo could discon- 
tinue these services and stop 
these losses, it could movo 
more rapidly to expand and 
modernize its freight service. 

Normally, In cases of pas- 
sengor-l rain discontinuances, 
I 1 1 e Interstate Commerce 
Commission schedules public 
hearings at which all inter- 
ested parties may present 
their vlewr. It is not yet 
known when, or if, such a 
meeting wdl .be held. 

Discontinuance of the pas- 
senger service would leave 
Antioch without any reg- 
ular public transportation to 
or from the area.

While we can't take them 
off our income tax as depend- 
ents, it costs each family in 
the county $278 for its share 
of the Federal civilian em- 
ployees payroll', this year, 
Mad rice W. Scott, Executive 
SecretoryV Tnypayers' Feder- 
ation of Illinois, said today. 
Total payroll costs for fiscal 
.1064 are estimated at $16.2 
billion! v- ^ -*'- 

In 1963 the payroll cost 
for about 2:5 million Federal 
civilian employees amounted 
to over $15 billion, or $266 
for every American family. 

The' Federal- government 
has announced that it hopes 
to cut back the number of 
employees by 8,465 fewer 
workers, "While not a big re- 
duction, it amounts to about 
one-third of one per cent, at 
least it is a start in the right 
direction," Scott ' observed. 

fn 1954 the per family cost 
of the Federal civilian worker 
payroll was calculated nt 
$186. There were about the 
same number of employees, 
but the payroll total was $9.5 
billion. In the years since 
then, however, while overall 
civilian employment has re- 
mained relatively steady, ten 
pay raises have been grant- 
ed, so the cost of paying the 
workers has increased tre- 
mendously. „ 

A boost In Federal pay was 
defeated a few weeks ago, 
but has now been reintro- 
duced minus- the Congres- 
sional raise. One estimate of 
this defeated measure indi- 
cated that the cost to taxpay- 
ers was about $700 million 
for the more than V/> million 
Federal employees who had 
already- received an auto 
matic pay raise earlier this 
year. The last hike followed 
legislation in 1962 which pro- 
vided for a two-step raise. 

Tho projected pay boost 
was defeated by Congress- 
men who saw something pe- 
culiar about trying to cut 
taxes by $11.5 billion, cut 
spending by $500 million, run 
a $5 billion Federal budget 
deficit— and give a pay raise, 
all at the same time. 

Representative Gross (la.) 
I recently noted that legisla- 
tion had been introduced to 
underwrite overpayments to 
employees of the Federal 
government of $100 million 
in five recent years. This 
estimate was made by the 
Comptroller General's* Office 
and points up the need for 
economy. 

Scott said, in conclusion, 
"That Congress and the Ad- 
ministration should be urged 
to stand fast for the reduc- 
tion in Federal civilian em- 
ployees."

Lee studied the principle 
of the slide rule and how 
logarithms permit multipli- 
cation, An electrical analog 
computer, similar in opera- 
tion to the slide rule, was 
demonstrated.
